ALL ABOUT TERRAPINS. 
Where They Are Caugat, Bow They 

Are Caught, and be latch Thacm— 

Speculations of a Gnileman from 

Connecticut. 

Fram the Baltimore merican, 

During the wivter season t}re is probably not 
an article of food mote sougt after by Mary- 
landers than diamond-back teapios, On every 
mill of fare at the botela bd restaurants of 
Baluimore at the preseui sesOa will be found 
included terrapin, codked in arious ways. Not- 
withstanding the popularity ¢ the lerrapin, there 
ig much Goucerning 1 net gepraily kagwa, and 
therejore a faw lines in referace to thisecreatucze, 
and the marketable vanetie/ ana the mode of 
capture, will no doubt be intresting. 

The season for terrapins tgivs on the Ist of 
October, and contwwnes tiwhkee lst or middle of 
March. They are frequentijbrought to market 
before and after this periodput by good judges 
they are considered unfit or the table. The 
three common varietias of jalt-water terrapins 
koown to our dealers are te true “* diamond- 
backs,” the **little bulia,” ad the **red fenders,” 
The diamond-bacxs are copwiticred markctable 
when they become about 6 i¢hes loag, avd it is 
vat rare that chey are foandmore than 8 ioches 
in length, ‘Thev are generaly about 6 inches loug 
when 3 years old. This seapn terrapius of this 
size bring 15 per dozen. jarger size, § inchos 
long, are considered very chice, and easily com- 
mand $20 per dosen, Wha tess thau 6 inches 
long thew marcet price decrases very materially, 
and they bring only from 8 to $10 per dozen. 
Ubeve terrapins are cangatqly in the bay and 
in the small salt-water inlet, as they cannot live 
iv fresh water, Theyare senetimes caught by 
the fishermen in their nets bat this does not 
often occur at this season of the year, as the 
terrapins become torpid on be approacu of cold 
weather, and burrow m tae aud at the bottoms 
of the small streams along he Chesapeake Bay. 

When the season for huntg them arrives the 
terrapin hunters, who are gmeraliy colored men, 
so up these shallow atreamsin boats when the 
tide is out iu search of thir game. While ove 
man sits in the stern of tle boat and paddles 
slowly along, suother will ake bis station in the 
bow, armed with an iran-pdated pole, with which 
he will probe the mud iu sarch of the terrapin. 
hese mep become 0 expt that as s00n aa the 
back of a terrapin is stick in the mud they 
know the fact by the pecuiar sound, and, drop- 
ping the pole, take a pairaf short ovster-tongs, 
wath which the terrapin inquickly dug ont of the 
mud and lifted into the bat. These men make 
very good wages during tie early part of the nea- 
son, a8 two men will soaptimes capture as high 
as tweuty terrapins in a iay, but, in the latter 
part of the seasou, wher terrapius become scarce 
in shallow water, the busters are uot so success- 
ful. A prominent deale: in this city estimates 
that from 800 to 1,200 yersons are engazed in 
terrapin hnnting during the early p of the 
season. The huvters reeive about 60 per cent 
less than the market ‘talue of the terrapins, 
which pase through thre or four hands before 
they reacli the la:ge cities where they are sold to 
consumers. During the #ason about 300,000 ter- 
raping aré broucht to this city, and from this 
point they are one all parte of the coun- 
try. but mainly to New fork, Resken, Philadel- 
pia, Pittaburg, Chicags, Bt. Louis, and Cincin- 
nati. These terrapios will average in value at 
least $1, so that the tride must aggregate over 
$300,000 a year at the bweat calculation. 

The male terrapins never grow as large as the 
females, and are said to be much inferior as an 
article of food, The male terrapine rarely reach 
the length of 5 mcbes, and among the dealers 
and fishermen are known: as “little buils.” 
Their market valeeat the present time is about 
$10 per 100, or abont 10 cents each. There is 
another variety of terrapia known as the “red 

feudors,” bat their meat is coarse and the flayor 
in fishy. They grov much larger than the true 
diamond-back, and often become 18 and 2v ivches 
long. Their marke: value is. however, much leas 
than the diam oud-pack»and they are mover pur- 
chased by persons who are good Judges of terra- 
pin. ; 

Three years age an enterprising individual 
from Connecticut took it inte his head that ter- 
rapins conld be cultivated as easily and with as 
much success as fink, avd feeling confident, that 
if hie theurv aa plausible there was “millions 
in it,” he leased two well-known salt-water creeks 
which emty into the Chesaveake Bay heer the 
mouth of the lotomeac River. Wire nettings 
ware stretched acroas the creeks at their mouths, 
and at the points where his portion of the creeks 
ended, In the spring he sout oat word to all the 
lishermendn the vicinity that he was anxious to 
buy young terrapins, and would pay $39 a aun- 
deed fer them. The fishermen and colored meu 
for miles around at once set to work ostching 
voung terrapius, and in leas than a month the 
speculator’s creeas contained between 10,000 and 
11,000 terrapins of over a year's growth. They 
were fed regularly, amd the country for miles 
around visited the ponds aad gazed with wonder 
ou the thonsands of young terrapins. After the 
expiration of a year, and the expenditare of 
nearly $12,000, the terrapin breeder of the Chesa- 
peake resolved to send a couple of hundred 
dozen to a Baltimore commission merchant. The 
terrapins as shipped were not large bat the 
owner congrauiated himself on the fact that 
they were fat, and, as he thought, in every way 
superior to the ordinary diamond-back. 

few days after the shipment bad been made 
the breeder received a letter from the commission 
mercbaut stating that the terrapins he had re- 
ceived were uot diamond-becks, but were ail 
“little bulls,” with am occasional *‘ red fenders ” 
or two, and ic was found thatthe knavish fisher- 
men and colored men had imposed upon the 
—aee simplicity, and had only sold him 
10,000 * little bulls" and ‘“* red fender” instead 
of real diamond-backs. The specuiator ebipped 
the “ Little bulla,” to this city aad Norfolk, and 
sold them at from #6 co $7 per 100, thereby in- 
curring & personal loss of over $40 per 100, be- 
sides the expeiuse of keeping them for a year in 
his pouds. This speculator left very suddenly 
without paying bis reats. and the only thing 
which serves to keep the raatter in the minds of 
the country people in that vicinity is the remains 
of a couple of rusty wice-fences, which have 
broken from their mourns at the mouths of the 
creek and lodged on a sand-bar poar by.

The Mexican ane Nevada Mines Com- 
ared.

- Until the development of the large ore bodies 
in the Comstock jode, Mexico was the largest 
silver: producer in the world, It is imposaible to 
say what mine or what lode, yielded the largest 
quantity of bullion. Tne best authorities on the 
sub have failed to deterniine, because the 
product of a group of mines operating on various 
‘veins in the same neighborhood has generally 
been credited to tne leading mine in the district. 
Such bag been the case, in a measure, with the 
tnipes of Guanajuato, situated on the re vein 
or veta madre of Ceutral Mexico, and with the Po- 
tosi mines of Peru, the San Luia Potosi mine being 
credited with the combined product of a multi- 
tude of wineain that distmet, representing as 
mauy separate and distinct veins, ‘The vela ma- 
dre, of Mexico, comes nearest being a parallel 
cage to the Comstock. Itis a similar fissure in- 
tersecung # similar formation, only it is ab least 
three times its length and ibs ore deposit has beeu 
one continuous bonanza. The mines on the vela 
madre’ have been worked usiniercuptedly for 
over three centuries, aud the aggregate yield is 
estimared at 8300.000,000, The first discoveries 
on the Cometock were only made fifteen years 
ago, but the entire product durimg that brief 
period has aggregated in round vbumbers $175,- 
000,000, or over one-half the three-century prod- 
uct of the richest veim in Mexico, and about 
one-cizhih the entire product of the numerous 
veins and mines formme the Peruvian Potosi 
group for the same exteudéd period. The yield 
of the Comstock lode last year amounted to 
about $21,000,000, and this yoar about $22,000,- 
000, or within $23,000,000 of the maximum anoual 
yieli of ali the silver mives of Mexico, and five 
tunes the average aunual yield of the Peruvian 
inipes, 

Tho vela madre has been more extensively 
worked than any other silver lode in Mexico, but 
it is very doubtful as to whether it is the richest 
vein existing in that country. The metallic 
silver lodes ia the State of Chibuahua are proba- 
bly much richer. A singie bonanza of metailic 


silver Ore, discovered in one of those mines, is 


represeniecd to have taken eighteen years 
to exhaust, and is variously estimated to 
have yielded from $20,000,000 to $50,000,000. 
First-class ore from the Chihuahpa mines yield 
all the way from $15,000 to $30,000 per ton, and 
secoud-class ore ranges from $2,000 to $15,000 
per ten, The Comstock, of course, has nothing 
eqghal to this, Thereis no kaowivg what might 
have been accomplished in the miver mines of 
Mexico and Peru had they been #ystematically 
worked. What if, instead of human backs, long 
swinging poles, aod rickety winzes bringing the 
ore to the surface from the depths below, and the 
primitive arastras separating the metal from the 
vem meatier, the improved machinery now em- 
ployed on the Comstock had) been in use! 
Under such a condition of things, what 
would have been the showing of the re- 
turoas? and ioto how bref a space would 
the three-century operations have been con- 
tracted? lostead of a bonanza taking eighteen 
years to exhaust, we should ae Age have hed 
it all ont within that many months, any of ihe 
Central Mexico mines have for years been work- 
ed by English ¢apitalists, with improved machin- 
ery, and there bas been, ia consequeuce, a mark- 
ed increase in the aggregate silver product of the 
country ; bat the mecvanica! appliances are vy: st- 
ly inferior to those ased on the Comstock, The 

comstock has unquestionably yielded more silver 
in the same space of time than any known lode, 
and is to-day the richest silver lode being work- 
ed, but its immense yield is ib a great measure 
owing tothe superiority of the mactinery em- 
ployed and the systemaiic manner in wlich it is

The fancy for stone caméos has largely in- 
creased, and there ia nothing that is in greater 
demand. For sets, studs, riags, and sleeve-but- 
tons itis mach worn, and counoieseurs are as 
fastidious about the carving of their cameos as 
they are about the painting of a picture, or the 
rhythmical perfection of a poem. In looking 
over the best of the mojern cameos, one is struck 
with the scarcity of the ancient subjects, and the 
modern stvie of the heads. The importers say, 
as an oxplauation of this, that most of the stone- 
cameo carvers have gone from me to Paris, 
finting a better field and better remmneration for 
their labors, and that they have, naturally 
enough, become Parisianized in their ideas, and 
tunis shows in their work. So now, instead of the 
goddesses of mytholocy, they give us divinities 
of the Jardin Mabiile; in place of Minerva 
with her belmet, and chaste Diana croscent- 
crowned, there are piquant grisettes that lure 
from wisdom's weys and float Jupiter's dauch- 
ter to her face, and saucy interpreters of opera- 
bouffe with nothing of Sra except her relent- 
lesnnegs. Now and then, one a trifle less sus- 
ceptibie than the rest gives to the world an ex- 
quisitely carved head of Mary Stuart, or an ideal 
Marguerite, fairer even than Goethe dreamed 
her, and sometimes a flower-garianded Flora 
with a French face. With all these new subjects 
to attract the workers it is not strange that the 
veritable, antiques should increase in value in 

reportion to their rarity, and that even theugly 
atluopian-featured face of Socrates sbould be 
more attractive to the erudite purchaser of 
cameos thay the most graceful head of the pret- 
tieat Fronch girl of them all. 1t is like mesting 
an old friend in a strange country, to find the 
beautiful young Augustus, the win Mercury.

RAILROADS IN THE ANDES. 


Skilltal Engineering Through Gran- 
ite Mountaius and Over Rushing 


avers. ' 

From the Mmere’ Journal. 

The Callao, Lima & Orovo Railroad bas no 
equal in the world for skiliful engineering and 
cost of constiuction. The commescing point is 
at tle Oity of Callao, on the coast of Pern, 
whenop it runs north and east and terminates at 
the town of Oroyo, on the east side of the Andes 
Mountains, there making close coonections with 
the headwatera of the Amazon River, thereby 
making speedy conveyance and cheap transpprta- 
tioa for commeree and the traveluwg public 
across the coutinent of South America, and 
avoidieg the long and perilous trip around Oape 
Horu.| This gigantic project of scaling tae 
mighty Aodes by rail was first projected and is 
now being carried out by Henry Meiggs, the 
railroad king of South America, tunogeling 
mountains of solid granite and spanoing sifeams 
and paxses ai heights from 35 to 252 feet above 
their beds, almost irrespective of cost. Some 
idea may be formed of the cost of contraction 
where operations were commenced on a level 
with the sea,and,in a distance of 10444 miles, the 
bed of the road has attained the unperaralieled 
height of 15, 645 feet above the level of the sea, 
and in that distanee passing through fifty-eight 
tunnels, measuring from 200 feet to 3,737 feet 
in length. ‘fhe entire length of the road is only 
136 silen. ibat it cost $37,350,000 in American 
gold cain. . Ses Y 

A second great reason for the enormous cost 
of contracting roads in this country is the 
scarcity of material, all of waich is brought here 
from the United States. The first bridge of im- 
portance is that which spans the Agna de Ver- 
ruga. The central pier of three that support 
this grand piece of superstructure is 252 feet in 
height, resting on solid masonry 70 feet square, 
and spanning aspace of 575 feet. Proceeding 
over a perilous portion of the road, wiodiug 
around spurs of mountains, through long tuo- 
nels, gome of which are arched only by their 
mother rock, others more artistically faced by 
first-class masonry, the bed of the road forming 
long abd rounding turns, so that at times there 
may b¢ seen three lines of rails lying one above 
the other. 

At this place also, which ig situated between 
two thriving little towns called Sarco and Matu- 
cana, may be seen the same mouotain tunneled 
twice, one tunnel being directly above the other, 
at 4 distance of 90 or 100 feet. Passing thie ro- 
mantid place, still ascending a grade of 105 to 
it to the mile for a distance of 23 miles, 


Here ‘may be seen a diaplay of masterly 
ering in order to overcome this colossal 
btion. In many other places, where, ‘the 
um grade brings the bed of the road to a 
utteriy impassable, an opportunity always 
ts iteelf for an outlet by forming a V and 
ip the already 1 assed-over portion of road 
eof the mountain until an elevation is 
ined whereby a pass may be effected. But 
Inferni!li no such opportunity presente it- 
nsequently there was no aliernative but 
mel the mountains of volcanie rock or 
mm the projected route, The work was at 
once commenced on the south side of the river, 
and in order to push it more ropidly an entracce 
was commenced on the river side. which was 
Jone only by letting men down from the tops 
of the gmooth-faced walis b ropes, 
thereby supporting themselves until they drilled 
and blasted a foothold and entrance. This done, 
the work proceeded rapidly with the aid of the 
cole diamond drill. Andon the by jo 
side of the river a repetition of the sams 
was soon commenced. The tunnels being com- 
pleted, the fearful chasm was soon spanned by a 
magnificent iron bridge. It connects the two 
tunnels, viz.: No. 3land 32, at a height of 200 feet 
above the bed of the river, with either end rest- 
ing on natural masonry. 
Again on emerging from the epposite side of 
the tunnel 32, another great obstacle presents 
itself, On the entrance of the same tuunel the 
bed of the river is 200 feet below that of the road, 
and only afew yards from the outlet of the 
same tunnel the road-bed falls several feet be- 
low the river, thus an idea may be formed of the 
tremendous fall, and with what rapidity the 
waters ofthe Rimac force their way through 
these mountain passes. In order to overcome 
thig great obstacle, a tunnel is now being buiit 
large enough for a double team and carriage to 
be driven through, in whieh will be ploced 500 
barrela of, powder at a single blast, for the pur- 
of blowing down the mountain, thereby 
y a.new bed for the river to p and 
the old bed with a small amount of ex- 
n ready forthe bed of the road. 
other of 1,000 barrels of powder was used, creat- 
ing @ sensation similar to that of an earthquake 
for many miles around ite vicinity.

Tae Amana Community, situated in Jowa, 74 
miles west of Davenport, comprises 1, mem- 
bers, allof whom are Germans of the laboring 
class. They came from the Fatherland in 1542, 
and located near Baffalo; bat, feeling the need 
of more land, removed to their present home in 
1855. They now own 25,000 acres of land, on 
which they bave built seven towns. ‘Their pur- 
suits are agriculture, and manufacturea of va- 
tious kinds, and their condition is highly pros- 
perous. They weara plain, economical dress, 
live well after the bearty German fashion, and 
permit the use of home-made beer or wine and 
tobaceo. They do not prosiait marrage, al- 
though celibacy is considered more commenda- 
ble. , Families occupy opus residences, but, 
for convenience sake, } im cOmmon, in com- 
panies of from 30 to 40. . The children are kept 
in school from the age of 6 to 13, and a part of 
the time boys as well as girls are employed in 
knitting. . The Communities have. no libraries 
aod few newspapers, confining -their reading 
principally to the Bible aud their inspitational 
writings. .They forbid all games and amuse- 


flute. Neither are photographs and picteres al- 
lowed amongithem. Yetthey are conténted and 
happy.; a littie stolid, but honest, industrious, 
and thrifty. 

The Aurera Commune, founded in 1844, and 
living at Aurora, Ore., sigoe 1556, is composed 
entirely of Germans, and jis under the leadership 
of Dr. Keil.. The Society comprises negriy 400 
people, and owns 18,000 acres of land. In ad- 
dition to agriculture, it car:ies On various simple 
industries. . The-peopie dress and live piaimly, 
but they have no peculiar religions belief, do not 
interfere with ihe ag relation, and adopt 
no distinctive costume. ‘hey have schools for 
their childrea, but there is a notable lpck of in- 
tellectuai animation in the people. They are in- 
dustrious aod thrifty, aed, in a moral and pecu- 
niafy pomt of viow, are considerably ip advance 
of the average seitiers in Oregon. The simple 
creed of their leader, Dr. Keil, is expressed in 
the sentence: *' fo bear all that comes upon us 
in silence, in quiet, without poise, or outery, or 
excitement, or useless repining,—ihat is, w bea 
man ; and that we can do only with God's help.” 
The Betbe{ Commane, in Saelby County, Mise- 
souri, is formed upon the same principles as the 
Avrora Commune, aed is underthe rule of Dr. 
Keil. It has about 200 memberg,.and owns 5,300 
acres of land, besides shops, mills. and maou- 
factories. The children brongbt up in these two 
Communes geveraliy remain after they have ar- 
rived dtan adulf-age, aud marry young. The 
Society has not been well managed; still, the 
condition of its members is mnch better than 
it would have been had they pot united into 
Communes. 
The leorian Commune, at Corning, Ia., is of 
French origin, and bias suffered sorely from bad 
leadership: It was founiled by Etienne Cabei, 
who brougbt a comrany of sixty-nine persons 


from France, to settle in Texas in 1 The 
Society endnred a good deal of ill-fortune 
through the incompetency of Cabet; but, after 


his death, it removed to jv present site, aod is 
now slowly conquering adversity. There are ia 
ail sixty-five members, who own 1,936 acres of 
valuable land. They have an @iaborate consti- 
tution, which declares the equaticy and brother- 
hood of mankind, abolishes servitude, commends 
marriage, provides for education, and requires 
that the majority shall rale. They have a 
school, but no religious Observances, and live in 
separate dwellinge. 
The Perfectionists were founded by Joseph 
Humphrey Noyes, of*Vermont, in 1846, They 
are divided into two Coimmnuoities,—located at 
Oneida. N. Y., and Wallingford, Conn.,—and are 
almost exclusively Americans. The Oacida Com- 
munity began life inan unpainted honse on 40 
acres of neglected land, for which they owed 
$2,000. In January, 1857, they were worth over 
$67,000. Ten years later, the net profite of the 
two Communities had reached $18).580. In

The lectures gathered into this volume were 
deliyered by their aathor on Sanday afternoons 
in St. James’ Chapel, London, during the season 
of 1872. It was a wise decision of Mr. Brooke

cellent success. Several series of Sunday-after-

“Theology in the English Poots” is a titlo 
which suited the course of lectures it. covers 
better when they were sent out from the pulpit 
than now as they come from the press. It 
proved attractive in the sacred desk, whereas, 
out in the world, it does not invite the multi- 
tude, But Mr. Brooke does not here limit the 
term theology to its customary narrow signifi- 
cance. He uses it in toe large seuse of a doc- 
trine of God in His relation to Man and Nature 
and the poet's own soul ; and, while looking for 
itin the writings of the great English bards, he 
makes the search an opportunity for minéb sub- 
siljiary comment and general criticism. 

The poets who are chosen for consideration 
are Oowper, Coleridze, Wordsworth, and 
Burne. o each of the first two, a 
single lecture is devoted; to Wordgworth, 
thirteen aré given’ up; and to Burns, ‘three ; 
while, as an introduction to these, two lectures 
are occupied with the poets from Pope to Cow- 
per. In the critical school of poets, whicl began 
with Dryden and ended with Pope, Mr. Brooke 
does not find a single touch of personal feeling 
towards God. There was religious devotion 
among them; but it only once in a while, as in 
the ** Universal Prayer,” broke oat into expres- 
sion, There was none of that intimate com- 
munion with Nature bv which man tinds the 
speech of God in it, and learns to Jove human- 
ity through it.

Man 
and Nature had been studicd in an intelle¢tual, a 
séntimental, or a speculative mood by thé poets 
before Cowper's time; but not until bé wrote 
weré they treated with a direct, living, and in- 
tense interest, which begot what Mr. Brooke calls 
a theology in English pootry. 

Mr. Brooke evinces, in bis ana)yses of the va- 
rious poets. the closest «nd most thorough un- 
derstanding and appreciation of their writings. 
He has evidentiy poudered them line by line, 
word by word, 80 well does he know them, With 
Wordsworth, his choice and his deligbt, he lingers 
loag and lovingly. His enthusiasm for this mas- 
ter amounts almost to ecmasy. No one wiil be 
inclined to find fault with him, however, for 
he quotes admirable reasons for his ardor. 
The notice he gives Coletidgs will be 
less’ satiefactory to the reader. He faccoriis 
the poet pra:se, to be sure, and in many respects 
does him fall justice, yet leaves him with the 
feeling that Coloridge has failed to impress his 
heart, thongh ‘he may have his head, with the 
fali weight of his genins. We divioe that Mr.

‘Lhe Rev. Samuel Lockwood, Pb. D.,; eontrib- 
uted to the Naturalist, of November, 1871. a de- 
tailed account of a singing mouse which was 
for some time in bis poseesuian. (It was 
brought fromm Florida, where it had been trapped 
in tae house of Philip Ryall, Esq. It wasia.species 
of the Hesperomys cyqnatus, which is popalariy 
named the wood-mouse. jumping-mouse, and 
white-footed mouse. It is a tiny, agile, graceful 
little creature, gamboling and tumbiing aboat 
ite cage ior hours together; but it suffered no 
approach to famliarity, always biting the finger 
that tried to touch it. It ate ali sorts of fooa— 
meat, corn, nuts, sagar, bread. fish, ete.—with 
about the same rolish ; but it especially de- 
lhgbted in fresh grass and white clover, When- 
ever an unlucky fly caught its eye, it would 
spring and cateh it, wita its mouth or its hands, 
and devour i¢ with ereat guste. It.ate in a sit- 
ting postare, helding its food in its bands, and 
managing it with much dexterity. 

Its soug was Varied, comprising several melo- 
dies of covsidetable jength and intricacy. One 
was invariably warbled while turning the revolv- 
ing cage, and hence was termed the 
“wheal-song.” All the melodies were in the 
major key, and so reguiarly delivered that 
they were susceptible of notation, and were in- 
deed written out by Dr. Lockwood. There was 
no monotony in the strains: for, thongh the 
theme was ever the same, it was diversilied by 
endless new aod charming variations. At one 
time the mouse sang uninterruptedly for nine 
minutes, and the muscles of toe abdomen were 
all the while im vigorpuw action. The tones were 
soft and silvery. yet very distinct, Often, while 
the mouse wae takiog violent exervise, fiving 
about the cage or turning the wheel, it would 
pour ont an unintermit-ed torrent of song, Some- 
times, while at its meals, it would literally eat 
aud sing in the same breath. 

On one occasion, a litle stick of black alder 
was given toit, when it instantly sat bolt op- 
rivht, and, holding the stick to ita mouth, exact- 
ly as if it were a flute, it nibbled and sang simul- 
taneously, luoking for all the world like a min- 
iacnre musician playing ona fife. Aftera long 
and careful study of the habits of this litile crea- 
iure, Dr. Lockwood came to the conclusion tial 
the theory is erroneons which supposes that the 
singing of mice isthe resanit of disease. The 
example under his observation was in | perfect 
health and in bigh spirits. Its vocal perform- 
ances were nadoubtediy the natural expression 
of a bappy state of feeling, and indicated a 
sound condition of the bronchial tubes, lungs, 
and muecies of the abdomen. From erperi- 
ments with this and other species of the family 
of rodents, the Doctor inclines to the opinion 
that the entire order ** posses a large amount of 
undeveloped ability for musical ut‘erance.” Sing- 
ing rats have been observed, which, with the 
house-mouse and the wood-monse, make three 
well-marked genera of the Muridie. which are 
known to have melodious voices and a capacity 
for the tuneful nse of them. Of the’Scurida, or 
squirrels, Dr.* Lockwood asserte that the gray 
squirrel, the chipmunk, and the flying squirrel 
emit musical sounds; while the woodebuck 
whistles in its burrow, and the young rabbit 
utters a silvery-ringing cry when in danger of 
capture. Who knows with what delicious mnusie 
he might be rewarded who should faithfully cal- 
tivate the latent power of song that seems to be 
the native gift of the interesting tribe of the 
Rodentia ? 


REASON IN ANIMALS, 

The Rev. J. G. Wood has lately published a 
work entitled ‘'Man and Beast Here and Here- 
after,” in which he has advanced the theory, 
that, by reason of their intelligence and aazacity, 
the lower orders of animals may claim with man 
the heritage of immortality. The hypothesia is 
sustained by ® multitude of curious facts con- 
cerping the habits of animals, which tend to 
show that many dumb creatures are capable of 
carrying on a process of thought, and possess 
an absolute power of reasoning. In treating of 
the ability of insects to hold counsel and cow- 
municate ideas with each other, Mr, Wood adduces 
the following interesting incident a» evidence 
that the wasp is endowed with the thinking prin- 
ciple :

been ascertained what conditions of soil and 
moisture toufine the disease to the narrowest 
limits. “Prof. De Barry, who has been studying 
the diseage from a scientific point of view, re- 
fers ite orign to a fungus ( Peronospora infestars) 
which first attacks the leaves, and, after con- 
suming the nutriment afforded by them, seizes 
upon the petiole, and 80 proceeds to the tubers. 
A further report of the Committee of Inquity 
will be published soon, 


DISCOVERY OF A LOST PLANT. : 
A short time ago, we cited a number of ia- 
stances wherein the vitality of. seeds had been 
preserved for a long périod of years. There has 
lately come to i¢ht a fresh case, which will rank 
among the most curious on record. The mines 
of Laurium, in Greece, which were worked about 
1,600 years ago, are, ina great measure, compos- 
edof scoria, or the refuse of ancient mines, 
which still yields a high percentageof silver. In 
clearing away a mass of this refuse, a quantity 
of seeds were discovered, which must have been 
buried for at least fifteen ceutaries. Restored 
to conditions favorable for germination, to the 
heat of the sun and contact with the air, the 
seeds gave signs of life, burst their buds, and 
sent down roote into the earth, and threw up 
stems into the light. Wher these last had bud- 
ded and biossomed, lo} a lost specica of the 
genus Glancium (borned poppy) of the order 
Papaveracee was revealed. Pliny and Dioecorides 
frequently describe the flower im their writings 
with great particularity, as its golden corolla is 
very beautiful; bus it hithe:to been uaknown 
to modera eciénce. Now, the plant which had 
disappoured from the fxce of the giobe ior 1,500 
years or more, is resuppitated by a strange and 
happy accident. 


THE “ANGLER.” 

Mr. W. Saville Kent has lately obtained from 
the Royal Fish Weirs, at Colwyn Bay, a fine 
specimen of the angier (Lophius Americanus), 
which he has placed in the Manchester Aqua- 
rium. This is the first and only example of the 
species on exhibition, and it is expected that 
maoy new and interesting facts will be secured 
by an observation of its habits. The fish is. not 
rare on the coasts of America, and is called the 
sea-devil, from its ugliness aod voracity. In 
full size it is from 3 to 5 feet long, and has an 
enormous bead, and!wide, gapiog mouth, fur- 
nished with rows of , curved teeth. Brie- 
iling about the head are numbers of worm-like 
appendages, with which the enimal is said to do- 
coy young fishes withia reach of its terrible 
jaws. Atistoile meatious the angler, remarking 
that i: is cailed fisher because of its habit of at- 
tracting small fry with its deceptive head-gear. 
The opportunity 1s pow afforded of watching the 
tricks of the creature, and proving just: how 
mach strategy enters into its pians for sparing 
gullible fishes. 


FISH-CUL TURE. 
An effort is being made to introduce salmon 
and trout into the rivers of the Cape of Good 
Flope. The warm temperature of the water will 
prove the great obstacle in the way of the sup- 
cess of the enterprise, The latitude of the Cape 
is about the aame as that of New South Wales,

AMERICAN AND EUROPEAN TREES. 

A few years azo, there appeared in the ‘‘Pro- 
ceedings of the Philadelphia Acacemy of Natura! 
Sciences” a paper on the identity of relative 
characters in numerous allied species of American 
aod European trees, in which it was shown that 
American trees are comparatively dwarfed in 
their habit. They have smaller seeds, smailer 
buds; closer nodes, lega regular and less twiggy 
heads, thinner leaves, deeper seracures, and 
higher dutumpal coloring than their pear 
European allies’, A European observer has 
lately added to these notes the fact that American 

cast their leaves earlier in tie fall than 
kindred species in Europe.

OITL-FAILURES. 

Several weeks ago, the street was startled by a 
rumor tnat the Citizens’ Onl Refining Company 
bad failed. Its embarrassment, bowever, it 
_ ‘was very coolly stated, was only temporary. (Of 

the facts of this and all the recent failures here, 
the readers of Tae Trisuye have been fully 
informed by telegraph.) What a fraud this 
proved on its face! The Citszens’ was an ex- 
tensive concern ; but, as it was in the oil busi- 
ness, it was naturally very speculative. The oil 
_business, for years past, has proved anything 
but remunerative. For nearly two years many 
of the operators have been howling for a shut- 
down in the oil regions. But this had no effect. 
The production kept increasing, and the price 
per barrel decreasing, till it came down to 35 
cents. A few of the tank-owners in this 
vicinity bought oil, or tanked it, on shares for 
the fatare. The Citizeus’ Oil Refining Company 
was of thatclass known as individual-liability 
concerns, and consequently stood on a high 
ground of credit, and could “fly a big kite,” 
which it did, as its stockholders were “big” 
men, and did not let business lag for the want of 
being accommodated by freely indorsing paper, 
and mixing itand shaking it up well with the 
Pittsburg & Baltimore Goal, Coxe, & Iron Com-

The Dlinois State Medical Society memorialize 
ure for aperopelnie ms for the erec- 
the custody, care, and in- 
struction of the idiotic and feeble-minded chil- 
dren of the State. The committee which 
the memorial consists of Drs. W. P. 
ierce, of Lemont; J. L. White, of Blooming- 
ton, a4 E. P. Cook, of Mendota. The memorial 
sets forth that it is one of the duties and privi- 
leges of allenlightened States throughont the 
world to take care of tne insane; that this class 
has claims upon the State for care and instruc- 
tion in a greater d than even the sane and 
more fortunate n; and that the astonish- 
ing success which has attended previous efforts 
to raise them warrants the attempt by the 
State of LDlinois. Institutions of this kind 
abound in the Old World, aud in this country 
several have been founded. Massachusetts bas 
three, New York two, and Connecticut, Penneyl- 
vania, Ohio, Kentucky, and Georgia, each one. 
The subject, therefore, is not one of experi- 
ment, but stands approved and sanctioned by 
the best thought of the age. From returns 
made to the rd of State Charities, itis 
learned that there are 1,738 idiotic persons resi- 
dent ia this State, and this number does not give 
all, for, without quesiion, the idiotic exceed in 
numbers the insane, and there are 3,000 sub- 
jects who, in the strict medical application of 
the term, could be ¢called insane. ‘There are 680 
Spaneot: ions for admission into the school at 
acksonville, showing the number of idi- 
nalified for instruction. Many of them 
ound in abundance, subject to neglects 
and wrong, in some ivstances outraging 
every sentiment of humanity.
